His Interview with Ben. Butler!

WHAT BEN. SAYS AND WHAT HE DOESN'T!

m;. “Gn' Ete., Eto., Ete., Kte.

Grostan, Masa,, Bept. 4,

Dear Beries Editor:—I yesterday ocalled on
@®eneral Butler, who, as you may have heard,
in building & house here “on the rock’’ over-
Jooking the gea, and, as praliminary to opera-
tiens, has moved here in a small frame shanty |
with his family, while he himself, to oversee
the work, oconpies & tent on the top of the
hill, living over again his tent-life on the bat-
tle-fleld. I waited upon him; when he took
down his pipe, and “‘told how fields were won.”
Butler, like Grant, is a great smoker; but,
nnlike him, he

TALKS AS HE EMOXES;
and, 02 he smoked and talked, I wrote the
motes from which I compile this letter. The
sonversation, of course, soon turned on politi-
#al subjects, and I asked him his views of

TOE PRESEST BITUATION,

““Well," he said, ‘the situstion wounld be
sufficiently alarming if it was certain that
Johnson was acting from purpose and plan,
and not from obstinacy and personal ill-will.
Like other white men from Tennessee, he la

very uncertain. If he could be calonlated
mpon, ag another man might be, me for ex-
ample’’—the General took hall-a-dozen extra
vigorous puffs—‘‘ome would say that these
aots in removing the three capital B'e, Btan-
ton, Bheridan, and Bickles, might be called
the B.semse of treason, and was part of a plan
%o take something stronger thau his usual bit-
ters, perhaps the control of the Governmaent,
wpon the theory that ths legislation of Con-
gress was unconstitutional, and, therefors,
not binding on the Exeoutive; just as he con-
siders his morning ‘eye-openers’ and even-
ng ‘nighteaps’ just the thing for his Constl-
tution; therefore not to be omitted under any
¢lroumstances.

“His course would scem to indicaw, by
putting General Grant into the War Dapast.
ment to smoke his cigar there, that he would
expeot dome fire where there was so much
smoke; but as Graot drew his fire so mild on
Stanton, the President now regards him & kind
of flash fn the pan. But the wavering and
instabillty of the President herstofore (in more
pensos than ong)'’—and he gove a gly wink
with Lis other eye towards & bottle—*‘relieves
the country from any pressing belief of dan-
ger.  Johnson lacks courage and capavity. If
be should reorganize his cabinet and side-
board at the game time, by putting Jerry Black
in one, and taking Tom and Jerry add John
out of tha other”—MHere I interrupted, and
acked, *what John!" ‘‘Demi-John,'" conti-
smed the Geéneral, withont a smile, though &
“ismile’” would have Lesn approprinte will
both of us, the weather Leing warm and dry—
“he wonld kave a certsin smount of buth
eowrsge and capacity. Then, ludeed, a8 con-

sarvative reaction might bagin, and one vould
easily prediot the probable turn of events.
But now we are in the condition of the sports-
man whio refused to matoh his blood horse for
a race with the farmer's old white Bull, be-
eause no man vould tell how fst n lop-horned
bull would ran."’

I asked the General f hs koew Mr.
persopally, and what he thought of him.

“Yes," he sald, 'l know Black; I have

o is a man of declded geniue and good taste,
I vever knew a better Judge of mixed drinks
than Jerry. ile boliaves thoroughly in the
unconstitutionality of the war; also, that An-
drew Jackson is not dead, as do many of his
fellow-citizens in Pennsylvania. Not doubting
on thesa points, he wonld have no hesitancy
in following Lis plans to their logical gaquence,
which would be, of course, restoring slavery
back again, whore practicable, and all good
Democrats to vote their tickets ‘solid.” This,
with him, wonld be true conservatism. He
looks with distrurt npon any other course,
and rogar}ls the present Congress as revolu-
tionary, and tending to bring the Demooratio
party into disrepute.”

I then asked what he thought of General
Girant’s position in the Cabinet.

“Grant,” he said, ‘‘has taken upon him.
self a very difficult and dangerous e, If he

l

gets safely throngh it, I shall give him credit
for more ability than [ have ever been inolined
to do. His accepting the office of the Secretary
of War is open to two constructions. The
President’s request was not an order, yet his
friends say he interpreted the invitation of the
President to ‘swing the circle’ to Chicago as
an order; and go of this, My opinion of Grant
I will keep ‘corked up in a buttle,” and await
events. Time will soon tell whether he can
fight it cut on the line he has now taken up or
not. It is to be hoped that Lie can.”

I next asked what he thought of My,
Stanton.

“Stanton,” resumed the General, ‘“has the
confidence of the country, and he is yet the
SBecretary of War, thongh his office is usurped

and he is trout-flshing in tha White Mawe
tains; yet I cannot doubt for a moment but

that Cougress will reinstate him,"

I asked his opinion of Mr. Seward.

Y1t seems to me,”” Le said, “that there can
be but one explanation of Seward's course—he
gave his note for sixty days at the commence-
ment of the Rebellion, and it was not honored,
and he acts like a man dead-broke evar since.
He insists that we can’t stand the expenses of
the war, Yet he goes about buying up all the
barren and frozen continents, islands, and
peninsulas in the market, He feels that the
Republican party is never going to make him
President, and he is determined, if possible, to
break up the party on that acoount. Like a pan
of new milk, he has been soured by the storms
of politics; and, to continue the figure, instead
of the rich cream of patriotism that used to
rise on the surface of his acts, nothing but
the weakest and bluest of milk and water is
seen in all of his doings. No amount of ¢churn-
ing conuld get a pound of butter out of him.”

I now asked General Butler's opinion of the
progpects of impeachment.

He replied: “Impeachment is sure to come.
I would hold it as a rod in pickle; and
had it been kept in view properly before the
President, he would never have ventured as
he has done. That was my opinion once, and
is yet; but I have got acoustomed to have my
opiniens on public affairs made good twelve
months after date.”

With these plillosophic views of things by
the General, I must close. After our conver-
sation I took & walk on the beach with the
General and his family, whose wife, by-the-
way, Is reckoned a beauty hereabouts, which
Is not the case with her husband. Auy fair
